The Iiim-cU will 
nlight all over him. II is fur protects his 
body, but his eyes, ears und lioaa will 
soon be swollen up and bleeding, and 
uuless ho gets into a river or a strong 
wind he will bo driven mad and blind, 
to wander about hopelessly until he 
starves to death. 

Although the Alaska stunne r Is short, 
two broods of mosquitoes hatch out 
each year and are ready for business 
from one to ten seconds after t hey leave 
the water. It rains a good deal along 
tho Yukon, and rain is welcomed, for 
It drives the mosquitoes to cover. They 
hide under leaves ami branches until 
the shower is over; then they come out 
boiling with rage nt the time they have 
been forced to spend in idleness, and 
the miner has a harder time than ever 
after his respite. 

Mosquitoes and snowflakes arc not 
contemporaries In tho states, but In 
Alaska it ia different. Snow dries not 
bother them ao much as ruin, mid an 
early anow may fall while they are still 
on the wing. Fog does not choke them, 
cither. They appear to like it. They’ 
float about in It as in ambush, and take 
the unwary prospector by surprise.
